Patriotic Americans of all parties will.regret, what looks like 


a revival of the game of. politics in'.Washingtoiv.- Recent de- 
velopments indicate that certain nieivhigh in official-life are 
ready to add political iunnoil to the troubles of the nation, and 
(o the extent that this is done will the'nation be handicapped 
in its prosecution of the war, which is now its chief and very 
serious business.

No one, from the president, down, objects to honest criti- 


cism of the movements of the government and tlie conduct of 
the war. - That mistakes have been made goes without saying, 
and every effort to expose mistakes for the purpose of cor- 
recting them and avoiding like errors in the future is to be 
commended. But'fo enlarge and dwell upon mistakes for any, 
other purpose is to obstruct the government in one of the 
most critical periods of its history and lo give aid and comfort 
to the enemy, something'which Americans have been cau- 
tioned above all 'things to avoid. 


This is a time when {he&puntry needs a united front at 


home as well as on the battle1 lines, and up to this time it has 
had it. The promptness with which all partisanship was laid 
aside when the nation was confronted by its present tremen- 
dous problem was most creditable to all concerned.. Men of 
all parties have stood shoulder to shoulder, placing country 
above party and all personal cosnideralions, and the result has 
been as great a degree of harmony as is possible in large 
human affairs. 
Such a condition should continue until Ihe 


storm is past, after which there will be plenty of lime for poli- 
tics. 
It is no time for it now. 


We know'how we are affected by news of unrest in the 


home of the enemy, and we may rest assured that anything in 
the way of internal dissension here will be hailed with joy by 
that enemy. 
Such disagreements as we may have will be 


grossly exaggerated and made lo indicate that this country is 
not united in its war aims, and the results can only be harm- 
ful in the extreme. 


In reality this country-is united as never before since.the 


days of the Revolution. 
Its patriotic men and women are re-, 


solved that'the war for the freedom of the world shall go for- 
ward until an honorable peace is won and the world redeemed 
from the awful thralldom of military despotism. 


'To interject partisan politics at a time like this would be 


little less than criminal. While talking ahout alien enemies 
we may well beware of the native brand, and any man who 
will say a word or mftke a iijfojtf ^impede the common cause 
for personal or partisan advantage is nothing short of an en- 
emy to his country, no mailer how high his position or ex- 
tended his fame.
